A confidential source, who has furnished reliable 
information In the past, advised on April k, 1968, that on 
that night, following the assassination of Martin Luther King, 
Jr., President of the Southern Christian Leadership Conference 
(SCLC^wStanley Levlson and Harry Wachtel and Stanley Levlson 
and Har^^l^elafonte held several discussions on what they should 
do. TTt Was Infflaliy agreed by Levlson and Wachtel that they 
should go to Mernphls that night so they could be of assistance 
there. Wachtel told Levlspn that he hacK^eerv-c ailed by Bayard 
Hustln who In turn, had been called by J^^d^wspiWsCLC 
representat lye^ln JMemphls , TennejgjBee)" and said they were trying 
to get all kinds of civil rights leaders there (Memphis)

During their discussions, Levlson told Wachtel that 
he felt they should go to Memphis because he thought there 
would be a whole series of perplexing questions which the (SCLC) 
staff would be faced with and that he and Wachtel could make 
a contribution.

Vachtel secured plane reservations for six persons 
to fly to Memphis the night of April 4, 1968, Wachtel felt that 
he and his wlfe^ Stanley Levlson^ Clarence Jones, Harry Belafo^ite 
and possibly Bayard Rust in would make the trlj>. ti/j ^ 

Levlson preferred not to have Rustln present at any 
meeting they might have (in Memphis) because he believed the 
rest of the (SCLC) staff would feel hostile « 

Thereafter, Levlson and Wachtel began to doubt the 
wisdom of going to Memphis that night since they could not 
hold any Important discussions or make any important decisions. 
Wachtel noted/ that the most important thing they would try 
to do isN^o^to have violence in Klng^s name. He indicated yV; 
that AndrewKyoung, Executive.Vlce President of the SCLC, has^'^ 
taken that approach. Levlson stated this is hot the kind of 
approach he would have taken, that he did not mean to tell 
them not to be calm or to urge them into violence, but that 
he feels the point they should be making Is, what kind of 
system is It that produces such a thing (King's death) when 
he starts to fight for the lowly, like the garbage men. Levlson 
said that In other words he thought "we We got to be angry*'. 
Levlson added that Andrew Toung was probably thinking that there 
are a great many Negroes who are going lQ*^get hysterical and 
go out and get themselves shot down, fjj^) 

Levison subaequently a Harry Belafonte that he 
had talked with Jess^^ackson, an SCLC offi cial, who told him 
not to come to Memphis, Levison and Belafonte agreed to fly 
to Atlanta at 11:30 AM on Friday, April 5> 1968, Levison told 
Belafonte to make the reservations for the two of them and tp 
let Harry Wachtel and the others worry about themselves .^firt^ 

On April 5f 1968, the same source learned that 
Andrew Young contacted Stanley Levison on that date. They 
discussed Klng^s successor and agreed that Ralph (Abemathy^ 
an SCLC official) was the only logical choice. Young stated 
that they were going to call a press conference on the morning 
of April 5^ 1968, "To sort of straighten things out" and to 
announce the establishment of the Martin Luther King Fund to 
perpetuate his memory. Young noted tha^ Senator Robert Kennedy 
had put his plane at their disposal .AgJ

The March 26, 1968, edition of *'The Charlotte Observer", 
a daily Charlotte, North Carolina, newspaper, contained a 
story which stated that MARTIN LUTHER KING and organized labor 
will support Dr. REGINAIi) A. HAWKINS, a Negro dentist from 
Charlotte, North Carolina, in his quest for the governorship of 
North Carolina. The story further relates HAWKINS and GOIJ}£N 
FRINKS, regional representative of the SCLC, announced Monday, 
March 25, 1968, that KING would make a one day tour of this state 
on April 4, 1968.

Sunset Avenue, N« Atlanta, with his wife, CORRETTA 

SCOTT KING, and children* i 




Reverend KING continued as of March 15, 1968, 
to serve as President, Southern Christian Leadership 
Conference (SCLC), which has Its headquarters at 334 
Auburn Avenue, N. E., Atlanta » He also serves as co-pastor 
of the Ebenezer Baptist Church, Atlanta, of which clL;;.rch 
his father, MARTIN LUTHER KING, SR», Is past or « 
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During the latter part of Noveaber 1967 Reverend 
KING discussed with STANLET LEVISON the advisability of hi 
accepting an invitation to address the 100th Anniversary 
Celebration of the birth of V.E.B. DuBois to be held in 
Carnegie Hall, Hew York City, in February 1968. LEVISON 
indicated he would look into this aatter further before 
advising Reverend KIKG. 

The "Worker'^ an East Coast CommuQist newspaper, 
on page three, of its March 3, 1968, edition reported that 
tribute was paid to Dr. W.E.B, DuBois on the evening of 
February 23, 1968, at Carnegie Hall. The article explained 
this event was organized by Freedomways in celebration of the 
100th anniversary of the birth of DuBois whom it described as 
a ^'scholar, writer, teacher, organizer, and Communist''. 
According to the article, Reverend KING delivered the address 
on this occasion. During bis address, he stated '*It is time 
to cease muting the fact that Dr. DuBois was a genius and chose 
to be a Communist. Our irrational obsessive anti-communism 
has led us into too many quagmires~-^**» 



B. Re Operation of SCLC 






special Agents of the FBI on April 25, 1967, 
observed Reverend KING acconpanied by STANLEY LEVISON 
at 4:43 p. m. in the inuiiediate vicinity of SCLC headquarters. 
Reverend KING and LEVISON entered an automobile parked 
nearby which Reverend KING iuedlately drove avay. 



At 5:50 p.m., April 25, 1967, Special Agents of 
the FBI observed Reverend KING accompanied by 8TAN1£T 
LEVISON on the main concourse of the Atlanta Airport. 
LEVISCm proceeded to Eastern Airlines Flight #114 which he 
boarded. This flight departed at 6:15 p.m. en route 
New York City.

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Reverend KING and ANDREW J» TOIJNG on February 18, 
1967, conferred with STANLEY LEVISON and CLEVELAND RO&rKSONf 
Treasurer, District 65, Retail, Wholesale, and Department Store 
Union, AFL^CIO, as to Reverend KING^s role In the Peace Movement. 
Reverend KING pointed out he was desirous of assuming a firm 
stand against the war in Viet Nam and becoming a leader in the 
Peace Movement • He noted, however, that the Peace Movement 
was attracting support from students and **whlte liber&ls'*« As 
a consequence, Reverend KING expressed apprehension as to SCLC 
losing an anticipated grant from the Ford ^Koundation s.^ould it 
become involved with a "radical group^%(|^^ 

Reverend KING also mentioned that JAMES BEVEL had been 
seeking his support but he intended delaying any commitment to 
BEVEL until he discussed the matter during an SCLC Research 
Committal^ meeting scheduled to be held In New York City March 6, 
1967^ 

TOUNG and ROBINSCW expressed a desire for Reverend 
KING on a moral basis to assume leadership of the masses* 
ROBINSON felt Reverend KING should contact ministers and lead a 
grass roots peace movement # YOUNG believed Reverend KING mhouio 
influence WALTER REUTHER of the AFIr-CIO to Jolt the Peace Move* 
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neat. Thereafter he said Reverend KING should Inlorr 
President LYNDON B« JOHNSON he would no longer be 
associated with the administration and vould fight for 
the Peace Movement and against ailitary service* Aocordi£<g 
to TOTING, such a coalition of labor and civii 
rights groups woul^force a capitulation of the preseit, 
aamxnis tration./Jn^ L 

LKVISON advised he JTelt the aost effective 
position for Reverend KING would be to continue as a le&der 
in the Civil Rights Movement* In this position^ LEV ISDN 
said he could draw sunport from the Peace Movement and 
exercise his influence through United States Senators 
JACOB JAVITS, ROBEKT KfWNEDY, and WILLIAM FULLBRIGHT. LEVISON 
suggested WALTER REUTHER could be persuaded to join the 
Peace Movement through his brother VICTOR RELTBER ^ 



The Sunday February 26, 1967, issue of ^he New 
York Times" on page one published an article entitled, "Dr. 
King Advocates Quitting Vietham'\ This article revealed 
that Reverend KING, United States Senators EUGENE j. MC CARTHY 
(Minnesota), GEORGE MC GOVERN (South Dakota), and ERNEST 
GRUENING (Alaska) participated in a conference entitled 
'Tfational Priorty No. 1; Redirecting American Power 
on February 25, 1967, at Beverly Hills, California, coixducted 
by 'The Nation" nagazine. 

According to this article. Reverend KING delivered 
the main speech of the day and contended that the United 
States failure to submit its case against the North Vietnamese 
to the United Nations Security Council had "^undermined the 
purpose of the UN, caused its effectiveness to atrophy, and 
placed our nation in the position of being morally and 
politically isolated*'. The United States activities in Viet 
Nam, Reverend KING said, amounted to "supporting a new form 
of colonialism covered up by certain niceties of complexities'*.

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Reverend KING fu/ther contended that the United 
States should get out of Viet Man and said ^the proAlses 
of the Great Society have been shot dovn on the battle 
field of Viet Man. The pursuit of this widened war has 
narrowed doaestic welfare prograss, making the poor, white 
and Negroes, bear the heaviest burdens both at the front 
and at hose. The recently revealed $10-billion sis-estisate 
of the war budget alone is sore than five times the amount 
committed to the anti-poverty programs. The security we 
profess to see in foreign adventores we will lose in our 
decaying cities,** '^^^C^ 

Reverend KING observed that the United StaV^^^s 
willing to make theNegro a 100 percent citizen in warfare 
but reduces him to 50 percent of a citizen on American soil. 

In concluding his remarks i Reverend KING was 
reported to have commented that the United States is currently 
moving down a dead-end road that could lead to national disaster. 
He said, *'It is time for all people of conscience to cal). upon 
America to return to her true home of brotherhood and 
peaceful pursuits. Those of us who love peace must organize as 
effectively as the war hawks.** He declared the United States 
still has a choice ^nonviolant coexistence or violent eo- 
annihilation**. 

With reference to the same conference, the **Atlanta 
Journal** on page three of its final edition February 25, 1967| 
published an article datelined Los Angeles February 25, 1967, 
entitled **King Declares United States Actions Like Hitler**. 
This article pointed out Reverend KING compared the United 
States involvement in Viet Nam to HITLER *s rise to power in 
Germany and quoted him as follows: 

*n*here is grave irony in the fact HITLKR could come 
forth, following the nakedly aggressiveness, expansionist 
theories he revealed in *Mein Xkmpf * and do it all in the name 
of peace." 
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On February 27, 1967, 8TAHLEY LEVISOH told Reverend 
KING that "The New York Times'' publicity on February 26, 1967, 
concerning bis speech in Los Angeles the preceding day 
established his right to speak on Viet Nam. Also LEVISON told 
him that this conferace with the United States Senators wds 
the proper place for him to express his anti--war sentimt^nts*^^^ 

On March 27, 1967, Reverend KING and STANLEY LKVISON 
discussed the probability that Reverend KING^s current position 
regarding the Viet Nam war would adversely affect f inai^cial 
contributions to SCLC« They agreed to discuss this matter 
further on April 4, 1967, at a meeting to be held in New York 
City which would also be attended by HARRT WACHTEL and several 
officials of SCLC.^^^ ^^^^ 



The **Atlanta Constitution", dally Atlanta newspaper, 
on April 5, 1967, published an article on page one entitled 
*'King Calls United States Leader in Violence*'. The article, 
reflecting the byline of AUSTIN SCOTT, revealed that on April 4, 
1967, Reverend KING addressed a meeting of clergy and laymen 
concerned about Viet Nam held at Riverside Church, New York 
City« During his speech. Reverend KING referred to the United 
States Government as the greatest purveyor of violence in 
the world today.** He called upon all ministers of draft age 
to give up their ministerial exempt status and seek status 
of conscientious objectors « He further recommended conscientious 
objection status "«,.to all who find the American course in 
Viet Ham dishonorable and u&Just*** 

Reverend KING, the article reflected, stated he had 
planned to increase the tempoof his fight against the Viet Nam 
War because this war was draining the domestic progress needed 
to fight poverty « 
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On April 11, 1967, STANLET LEVISOJv furnished 1X>IU Z. 
MC DONALD a statement he had prepared for Reverend KXK^-. to 
incorporate into a speech he was sch^di:ilid to delji^ej tik Ltis 
Angeles on April 12, 1967* In this stateit^nti LEVXSO\ BrX 
forth several points which he desired ReveTand %lhi titlliz^ in 
his BpeecJx.

Levison pointed out that, in taking 
the position he suggested. King would be "blessing both 
McCarthv and Kennedy", and not making a choice yet between 
them.

King stated this is the position he has followed 
thus far, that both are good, competent men, committed to 
the principles they are concerned about. He added, however, 
that they should be realistic enough to see that, if there 
is any possij^ility of stopping President Johnson, It will 
be Kennedy.^ 

Levison agreed, stating that many liberals are 
being sentimental and not very wise because Kennedy will have 
a tough ^ob In stopping President Johnson. He said It cannot 
be done '^with a Galahad, like McCarthy". He added that he 
keeps pointing out that McCarthy was less progressive than 
Kennedy in the past, Levison agreed with King that McCarthy 
has not been as strong on civil rights as has Kennedy. 

Levison and King agreed that President Johnson 
has his greatest strength among the working class and among 
Negroes, that McCarthy has no strength among these groups, 
but that Kennedy does. They agreed also that Kennedy will

A confidential source, who has furnished reliable 
information In the past, learned on March 23> 1968, that on 
that date William Rutherford, (Executive Director, Southern 
Christian Leadership Conference) (SOLO) was in contact with 
Stanley Levlson- Levlson told Rutherford that the question 
of finances is of concern to him and Rutherford agreed that 
they do not have the income to match their needs. He 
explained that as regards regular operations they have no 
problem but that their traveling bills are now double and 
that, in addition^ they have extraordinary needs which are 
getting worse ♦/j^^ 

Levlson commented that the fund-appeal letters 
cannot bring in enough money to take care of these kind of 
extraordinary expenses and that there is no other apparatus 
to raise the money. He said they must take a hard look at 
what kind of money is going to be Involved, adding that it 
would be insane to bring 3000 people to Washington, D.C. 
(for Martin Luther King^s Poor People's Campaign) only to find 
that they (the SCLC) cannot provide for them.

Levlson Btated that he Intended to be present at 
an executive meeting on March 25 j 1968, to fight this attitude, 

Rutherford related that Martin Luther King is 
concerned that recruiting (for the Poor People's Campaign) Is 
slow and that a new approach has been decided upon. He said 
that Hosea (Williams), Bernard (Lafayette), Jim Bevel , and 
Andy (Young), (all SCLC officials) are among the best recruiters 
and it is felt they should get out and recruit. Rutherford 
continued that there is a "wing" coming down from the Boston, 
Providence, New York area which would be handled by Andy (Young), 
a "wing" from the midwest encompassing Milwaukee, Detroit. 
Chicago and Cleveland to be handled by Jim Bevel, a "wing" 
from the South to be handled by Hosea (Williams) and that 
Bernard Lafayette would be In Washington, D.C, to coordinate 
the operation.
